I am sure we all expect to g0 
through with the Lord but there is 
only one safe way in which this can 
be done aiid that is to move on with 
the Lord. In Psa. 42 we will read a few 
verses beginning at the first. “As the 
heart panteth after the water brooks, 
so panteth my soul after thee, O 
God. My sou) thirsteth for God, for 
the living God: when shall I come 
and appear before God? My tears 
have been my meat day and night, 
while they continually say unto me, 
Where is thy God? When I remem- 
ber these things, I pour out my soul 
in me: for I had gone with the mul- 
titude, I went "with them to the house 
of God, with the voice of joy and 
praise, with a multitude that kept 
holyday. Why art thou cast down, oO 
my soul? and why art thou disquieted 
in me? hope thou in God: for I shall 
yet praise him for the help of his 
countenance. O my God, my soul is 
cast down within me: therefore will 
I remember thee from the land of 
Jordan, and of the Hermonites, from 
the hill Mizar. Deep calleth unto deep 
at the noise of thy waterspouts: all 
thy waves and thy billows are gone 
over me.” 

We will take the text from the last 
verse emphasizing the first clause, 
“Deep Calleth unto Deep.” David 
realized his need of God. This is the 
problem of today, to get people to 
realize their need of a closer walk 
with God but we must advance in 
Him. 

In connection with the text we wish 
to call attention to a few verses found 
in Ezek. 47:2-6. “Then brought he me 
out of the way of the gate  north- 
ward, and led me about the way with- 
out unto the utter gate by the way 
that looketh eastward; and, behold, 
there ran out waters on the right side. 
And when the man that had the line 
in his hand went forth eastward, he 
measured a thousand cubits, and he 
brought me through the waters; the 
waters were to the ancles. Again he 
measured a thousand, and brought me 
through the waters; the waters were 
to the knees. Again he measured a 
thousand, and brought me_ through; 
the waters were to the loins. After- 
ward he measured a thousand; and it 
was a river that I could not pass over: 
for the waters were risen, waters to 
swim in, a river that could not. be 
passed over. And he said unto me, 
Son of man, hast thou seen this?” 

The things that happened in olden 
times and spoken of in the Bible most 
alway point to something in the gospel 
age and the meaning of words means 
much to us and surely this vision of 
Ezekiel’s is not without meaning to 
us. 
First we notice the word river which 
comes from the Hebrew word Nawhar 
meaning to sparkle, be cheerful. Flow 
to assemble. Water spoken of in the 
Bible in many places is typical of 
people and symbolic of the Holy 
Spirit. Looking at it in this light this 
river is a good symbol of salvation. 
David speaks of the river of salvation 
in Psa. 46: 4. 


When one accepts Christ as their 
Savior they get in the water (Spirit) 
though it is the Spirit of God that 
leads us to Him. We do not get in un- 
til we accept Him and this first ad- 
vance in the water to the ankles is a 
good type of justification or repent- 
ance. This step is the first but is the 
important one. Paul speaks’ of hav- 
ing the feet shod with the preparation 
of the gospel of peace. The next ad- 
vance to the knees is typical of sancti- 
fication and the third advance tothe 
loins is typical of the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost. 

There is a peculiarity about the 
loins and while God likens the Church 
to the human body it is well for us te 
know about the loins and their func- 
tions. The word loin in Greek means 
procreative power—generative. We 
have examined both the Hebrew and 
Greek on the words ankle and knee 
and there is no definition given. This

harmonizes for it is the Holy Ghost 
that gives power. Justification and 
sanctification are but powerless as 
outlined in the plan of salvation. We 
are in the Spirit up to the loins figur- 
actively speaking, we have the Holy 
Ghost but our text says, “Deep calleth 
unto Deep.” Notice how it reads. It 
is deep calleth unto deep and not the 
deep. The baptism of the Holy Ghost 
is a deep experience but there is some- 
thing that calls to that which means 
a move up farther. 

The word again was used in the 
second and third advance out in the 
water but the next term is afterward. 
He advanced and was in. swimming 
water. I fancy I see a multitude that 
‘have the baptism standing in the 
water (Spirit) up to the loins, but 
God wants us to give a leap forward 
into the swimming water. You who 
have had experience know you can 
steady yourself very well_in water up 
to the loins but to be out in the deep 
you can ride the wave easily. ‘ But so 
many like to stay near the edge where 
they can touch bottom and at the 
same time say they want to go deep- 
er with God. The Lord help us: I 
pray that God will send a_ thunder- 
bolt of His power and explode it 
among us and throw us out in the deep 
where we will have to do something. 
That is the trouble with us now_ we 
have dabbled around the edge so 
much. This river~ Ezekiel got into 
was one no man could pass. over. 
Neither will we reach the climax of 
sa}vation till our course is run. When 
one thinks that they have all that God 
has for them, right then their ex- 
perience is in danger. Let us get out 
in the. deep where we can swim. Now, 
let us notice the text, “Deep calleth un- 
to Deep.” The question is, How does the 
call come? Whe answer is at the noise 





since that a knowledge of words 
reveals its meaning. I notice a water- 


‘spout isa phenomenon frequently ob 


served in calm warm weather at sea 
or inland lakes appearing under 
over hanging clouds which under 
certain influences send downwards a 
funnel-shaped cloud charged with 
vapor condensed from the atmosphere 
and by its rotary indrought on reach- 
ing the surface of lake or sea, it at- 
tracts upwards a body of water or 
scudding salt water spray. The water 
spout usually lasts but a few minutes, 
though under_certain weather con- 
ditions and meterological influences 
many of them occur together. The 
condition that predisposes their ap- 
pearance is. the unstable equilibrium 
of the air coupled witha gyratory 
motion imparted to !t which wriths 
and twists.the cloud-spout in its rapid 
tapering whirl. 

When observed at sea at their base 
the ocean is always violently agitated 
and massed in heaps with a leaping 
or coiling motion. Notice these’ only 
appear at certain times and looking 
upon water as typical to people of 
earth as in a writhing and whirling 
coiling motion and surely the true 
child hears a call to a deeper or closer 
walk with God. 

In Luke 5:1-7 it reads like this, 
“And it came to pass, that, as the 
people pressed upon him to hear the 
word of God, he stood by the lake of 
Gennesaret, and saw two ships stand- 
ing by the lake: but the fishermen 
were gone out of them, and were 
washing their nets. And he entered 
into one of the ships, which was 
Simon’s and prayed him that he would 
thrust out a little from the land. And 
he sat down, and taught the people 
out. of the ship. Now when he had 
left speaking, he said unto Simon, 
LAUNCH out into the DEEP, and let 
down your nets for a draught. And 
Simon answering. said unto him, 
Master, we have toiled all the night, 
and have taken nothing: nevertheléss 
at thy word I will let down the net. 
And when they had this done, they in- 
closed a great multitude of fishes: 
and their net brake. And they beck- 
oned unto their partners, which were 
in the other ship, that they should 
come and help them. And they came, 
and filled both the ships, so shat they 
began to sink.” 

This great success happened when 
they launched out into the deep. It 
is very evident that Simon was very 
discouraged having toiled all night 
with no visible results but the fhought 
we especially want to notice is that 
at the Master’s Word He moved out 
into the DEEP. Doubtless many of 
you have made special efforts in the 
past to move up in your_ experience 
and when you failed to see and feel 
the desired results you like Simon 
have pulled to the shore and quit the 
job but Jesus now calls to you and me 
to launch out into the deep. We may 
look on. our efforts for Him as worth- 
less but‘at His Word we must launch 
out in the deep of this river of  sal- 
vation. 

Let us now go back to the text and 
notice the last clause, “All thy waves 
and thy billows are gone over me.” 
This was David’s experience when he 
was in the deep waves—the rise and 
fall of water due to the wind ete. 
During my work in South Florida near 
the gulf I have often noticed the tide 
as it.raised and lowered or came in 
and went out. Boats would: often be 
left on the sand as the tide went out 
but I also noticed those who’ were 
wise to the fact and desired to protect 
their boats would anchor out in the 
DEEP and wade out or use a smaller 
boat to get to shore.~ 

This reminds me of some people 
who can shout jubilee and always be 
on hand while the tide is high (the 
revival on) but when the tide subsides 
(the revival is over) their little canoe 
is left half turned over on dry land. 
Their interest is gone, they can’t shout 
and don’t want to attend a service. 
What is the trouble? They are in 
shallow water. God help such pegple 
as that. I wouldn’t have an _ exper- 
ience like that when it is my privilege 
to have a better one. There is an 
awful woe passed on hypocrites. 

Brothers and sisters, ‘God wants 
you and me to be the SAME every 
day—not-full of zeal one day and with- 
out any the next. We can only do 
this though when we are in the deep. 
Big fish swim in deep water and while 
there is trouble up abovethey are safe 
below. God wants you and meto have 
an experience that the things of this 
world won’t have any effect on and if 
we haven’t got. that experience today 
we are living beneath our privileges. 
It is for every one of God’s children. 
The angel asked Ezekiel, ““Seest thou 
this?” That was the deep, deep river 
and the question to us today is>.“Do 
we see it?” Brother, do you see the 
need of a closer walk with God? 
Sister, do you? I believe that we all 
see it. Alright, it is time to move for 
whatsoever maketh manifest is light. 
“But if we walk in the light, as he is 
in the light, wwe have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his.Son cleanseth us from all 
sin.” When we see the light we be- 
come debtors to that light till we 
walk in it and regardless to what our 
experjence is. If we fail to walk in the 
light, the knowledge of that light un- 
heeded becomes sin. James says, “To 
him that knoweth to do good, and 
doeth it not, to him it is sin.” You 
‘See where we are. ere is only one 
thing to do and that is get out in the 
deep. 

In the first verses of the lesson read 
David said, “As the heart panteth 
after the water brooks, so panteth my 
soul after thee, O God. My soul thirst- 
eth for God, for the living God.” 
Doubtless, you can call to your mind 
times» when you were very very 
thirsty. “Only give me a_ drink.” No- 
thing else would satisfy. In the same 
way our souls must thirst for ‘more of

more than one direction. Especially 
do I wish to commend your noble ef- 
forts to train young men and women 
in the Scriptures and send them 
abroad better equipped to more effec- 
tively spread the fullness of the good 
news of our blessed gospel. 
I am aware ‘that some do not yet 
quite understand the need of fuller 
knowledge of the Bible on the part of 
those who stand in the pulpits as 
teachers or proclaim the gospel from 
the street corners and other highway 
and hedge places. I think this op 
position to systematic and definite 
Bible School work is largely due to 
the following facts: , 
1—They fail to see that, although 
the Holy Ghost is our teacher, yet, 
He does not necessarily confine Him- 
self to direct revelations to each in- 
dividual. How many dozens of places 
can we point out in the Scriptures 
where the Holy Ghost uses saints to 
teach saints, and this is cases where 
there can be no doubt about both 
parties having the baptism in its full- 
ness aS we now recognize it? Would 
any one suppose that a young man 
like Timothy, though fully baptized, 
would fail to take advantage of Paul’s 
wider and superior knowledge of the 
Scriptures? Surely Paul taught 
Timothy much about the Old Testa- 
ment and its peculiar application to 
Christ as the Messiah, and urged Tim- 
~othy to instruct others likewise. We 
do not doubt for a moment that Peter, 
John, and other fully constituted 
apostles derved much benefit from 
Paul’s teachings, both verbal and 
written. And it would not be sur- 
prising to learn some time from St. 
Peter,that he and Barnabas got no 
little real light and teaching from 
the lips of St. Paul on that rather 
unpleasant occasion recorded in. the 
second chapter of Galatians. 
2—Some are led to oppose true 
and faithful Bible School work be 
cause Seminaries have proved un- 
faithful to the truth and have sent a 
multitude of weak young men out to 
represent something which is not the 
gospel. But in this fact, deplorable 
and patent as it is, we see only one 
more instance of a good work being 
counterfeited. The truth and true 
Bible instruction along with every’ 
grace and gift of the Spirit may be 
imitated; but is not this another 
reason why we should all the more 
endeavor to deliver the genuine arti- 
cle? 
8—Many_ object to Bible School 
work because it results in a tendency 
to correct certain extravagances and 
unscriptural practices that they may be 
themselves, guilty of. The writer 
knows a family who decided that the 
Spirit had led them to see the wicked- 
ness of shaving their faces, so all the 
male members proceeded to grow a 
beard and the seventeen-year-old boys 
went about with fuzz two inches long 
over their faces. Now, two things 
can be said right here. We would 
not disfellowship such on account of 
their peculiar notions, but they did 
reach the place where they disfel- 
lowshipped other saints who would 
not follow their teachings. Moreover 
they insisted on teaching others, and 
teaching the law rather than grace, 
and doing it in the face of the four- 
teenth chapter of Romans. Is not 
this the case with many who depre- 
cate Bible Schools but insist on teach- 
ing others out of their own uwunen- 
lightened consciences? It is. 


4—Our Spirit-filled peopie see and 
tremendously feel the dire need of 
carrying the truth to all who as yet 
sit in darkness. The burden of souls 
is upon them. Not only the lost bear 
heavily on their minds, but the un- 
sanctified and unbaptized are equally 
burdensome, so that the eagerness 
and anxiety to carry the message to 
every nook and corner. has led many 
to follow their good zeal rather than 
wisdom. Such cannot patiently wait 
till they have a clear and Scriptural 
message, they must go now, prepared 
or unprepared. In fact,-they believe 
they are prepared, and are, insofar 
as initial work is concerned. And 
God bless our illiterate and unlearned 
brethren who faithfully brought us 
the good news of Pentecost when our 
own teachers were giving us chaff 
for wheat‘and a stone for bread. All 
honor to them for their zeal and 
boldness in doing this work. But 
there is great need of deeper and more 
discriminative teaching. We must 
have the aid of Holy writings to en- 
able us to discern between truth and 
error. Our Lord has said that we 
are not to live on bread alone but by 
EVERY word that proceeds from the 
mouth of God. 

There are numerous othe: points 
and arguments available for your Bi- 
ble Shcool efforts and I am sure the 
time will come when all your friends 
and members will more fully appre- 
ciate what you are doing for the 
cause through this channel.

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us a few weeks ago our youngest son. 
We did not understand it, but sub- 
mitted to His will in it all. Through 
this however we have been able to 
learn to some extent the feelings of 
the people toward us and the mes- 
sage we came to bring. Some of the 
letters of comfort from many Indians 
of this place have brought a source 
of joy for in them we could see the 
stamp of conviction for the truth of 
Christianity. 


Then too, there, come to our house 
dozens every day to have their eyes 
washed, their wounds bound up ete. 
We wish you could see some of these 
poor people. One poor fellow came 
the other day with the calf of his leg 
torn many inches and a gaping 
wound as large aS your hand... Sister 
Merian and the other sisters here 
wait on them, wash them and do their 
best to manifest and tell the good- 
ness of Jesus. It may be that some 
would think that all these poor peo 
ple should be prayed for and if the 
Lord did not heal them let them go. 
But we feel God is allowing us_ to 
play the part of the good Samaritan 
in these things so that the gospel of 
Jesus may be preached to them that 
they may. turn from darkness to 
light. 


When we first came to this place 
it seemed as if the whole communi- 
ty were against us. We could not go 
out without being sneered at. Now 
the people have become friendly and 
salute us where ever we are. The 
walls of prejudice have been broken 
and now we have an open door for 
the gospel. 

We have stated before the tremen- 
dous size of this district and its needs, 
-but we feel it must be done again for 
our dear ones at home to know what 
we stand in need of. We are expect- 
ing to tour the district this fall dur- 
ing the cold weather if He tarries but 
this involves time, money and 
strength. The time and strength we 
are willing to give but without the 
money we’can do liftle. To traverse 
the hundreds of miles to reach this 
million of people we must have a 
conveyance. We have already given 


ithe order for the tents to camp. in, 


which will be delivered in a few 
months. To meet the need for these 
things we are praying much. 

We are situated in a very dirty 
locality and in an Indian house. I 
am unable to describe the sights that 
meet our eyes as we look out in the 
morning hours. It would shock all 
of you*that ‘ead-these few lines. Yet

It will only be the mercy of God that 





will preserve us during the next five 
months. The rains will pour down 
and will flood parts of the house be- 
cause it is so low. We have had a 
little experience with one or two 
storms that have already come. The 
district is a deadly one for us under 
the best of circumstances, but in this 
place it will be terrible. We believe 
that the Lord would have us build 
and we are investigating for a piece 
of land. By the time you get. this 
letter we may have_purchased it, but 
we have no money to build thereon. 
However we believe He is leading and 
we take this step by faith. There 
must be a lighthouse in this great dis- 
trict. May God. give us the willing 
sacrificial hearts that possessed His 
people in olden times; they did not 
have to be urged to give but to stop 
giving. The need of this million of 
people in the district and the vast 
country of Nepal along our borders 
calls for a base to work from and a 
lighthouse to look to. May God touch 
hearts at home to meet this. great 
need and may He bless you all is our 


prayer. We are praying and expect- 
ing God to answer, but He needs 
your ear.

The word truth implies: conformity 
to fact or reality; exact accordance 
with that which is or has been or 
shall be. The duty of a court of 
justice is to discover the truth. Wit- 
nesses are sworn to declare the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth. But on the other hand the 
witnesses who do not know the 
truth or fail to tell the whole truth 
cause confusion and justice cannot 
be meted out, 

There is no need to say that there 
is no confusion among the people as 
to-Bible truth, both of the Old and 
New Testament Seriptures. There 
are multitudes of people who are pro- 
fessing to be Christians who are in 
the dark about the first principles of 
salvation. They know nothing about 
being at peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. The experience of 
sanctification is a mystery to many. 
The vast majority of professing Chris- 
tians are in the dark about this won- 
derful doctrine. 

Even among the Holiness people 
there is great confusion on some point 
of the doctrine as to THE WHOLE 
TRUTH.
